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Yukon Quest Wood by David “Rusty” Phillips 


This innocent looking wood has a bit of a story behind it, in that, to the best 
of the author’s knowledge, this is believed to be the only wood ever produced 
for and issued by the Yukon Quest organization(s) over the 32 plus years of 
the existence of these “international” organizations. 


The Yukon Quest International Sled Dog Race is a grueling, 1000 mile race 
for dog teams and their mushers, held annually in February, since 1984, and 
run, in even numbered years from Fairbanks, Alaska, to Whitehorse, Yukon, 
and, in odd numbered years from Whitehorse, Yukon, to Fairbanks, Alaska 
(See map attached for race route). The race takes from 9—14 days for teams 
to complete. Weather conditions and course conditions being the scab 
determinates of the length of time needed (not to mention stamina of both "=" i 
dogs and drivers!!). The race is Supported by two interlocking organizations, ‘ 
one in Fairbanks, and one in Whitehorse. As can be appreciated, both 
groups are constantly fund raising to cover costs and to provide prize money. 





This wood, since it is dated, 1996, was produced by / for the Fairbanks 
organizing committee. It was for a fund raising project, e.g. a poker 
tournament was held and the woods were sold to participants to use as poker chips. Unfortunately, how many woods were 
originally purchased by the committee, and what the selling price of each wood was to poker tournament participants, has 
been lost over the ensuing years, but it is reasonable to believe that as many as 5,000 (maybe even up to 10,000) were 
purchased. Also, a “selling price” to poker players could easily have been $1.00 or up to $5.00 for each “chip.” There was 
only the one order placed and received, so there are no “varieties.” The wood is the standard 1-1/2” (or 38 mm) in size. It 
is uniface and c/w black ink printing and picture on it’s one side.

Editor’s Note: Each year the Yukon Quests hosts the White Ram Poker Tournament in Dawson City as one of its many 
fundraisers. Their dinner and raffle fundraiser generates a net $8,000-10,000; and the tournament would be equal or 
better to that result. 


In 1996 the Yukon Quest 1000 Mile Sled Race was won by John Schandelmeier (#17 in the picture below) who completed 
the race in 12 days, 16 hours, 6 minutes. John also received a Mayor’s Award that same year. Additionally, the 1996 
Veterinarian’s Choice Award went to John for demonstrating outstanding canine care for his dogs throughout the race, in 
the best spirit of the Yukon Quest. This award is a legacy for aspiring mushers to emulate in the humane treatment and 
care of their team, and race veterinarians select the winner. (he ___ 

1996 Golden Harness Award went to John’s “Gin Gin”, as the 

Champion Lead Dog and Gin Gin received a new golden harness 

and a meal of raw steak at the Finish & Awards Banquet. 


The Yukon Quest Sportsmanship 1996 Award was presented to 
the musher exhibiting the best sportsmanship along the trailer, 
and the selection is made by fellow mushers. The winner was 
Mark May. The Challenge of the North 1996 Award was 
presented to Doug Harris, a musher who most exemplifies the 
“Spirit of the Yukon Quest”, a spirit that compels one to 
challenge themselves and persevere, and the winner is selected 
by race Officials.

Harley Scott Isenor was born 1919 to parents Lewis Ferris Isenor 

(who was born 1887) and Grace Janet Rachael (nee Nieforth, born 
1887), and he passed away Friday, August 22, 2003 — just 5 months after losing his beloved Jemima. His 7 siblings 
included 4 sisters and 3 brothers: Margaret Lena Turner, Fenton Nieforth, Ruth Adelia (who married Allen MacDonald), 
Mildred Grace Shewfelt, Donald Lewis (who married Jean), Dorothy May (who married Earl Stretch), and Ferris Walter (who 
married Audrey) were raised in Carrolls Corner. Harley and Jemima had 4 children, 3 daughters and 1 son: Janis (“Janice” 
who married John Maclinnis), Margaret, Adelia (now named Trenchard) and Fenton (who married Gayle). 


Harley was “Boppa” (grandpa) to Merrill Katherine and David Harley Isenor. Harley was employed with Municipal Ready-Mix 
for over 40 years retiring in 1982. He was very active in his church, and a member of the Men’s Brotherhood, original 
member of the Sydney River Volunteer Fire Department, and a charter member of the Kiwanis Club of Cape Breton Golden

The Portage Flyer steam train began its proud legacy as the world's smallest 
commercial railroad, operating from 1904 until 1959 in Dwight, Ontario. Transpor- 
tation in Muskoka around the early 1900's meant for "some fun with steam" as 
visitors and supplies chugged along The Muskoka River aboard the Steamship 
Algonquin from Huntsville through Fairy Lake onto North Portage at the far end of 
ad Gwen each Peninsula Lake. And that is where The Portage Flyer took over.

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The train served as (as its name suggests) a portage vehicle operating on 1 1/8 mile of narrow gauge track between what is 
still called North and South Portage. With 170 feet of elevation variance between Fairy Lake and Lake of Bays, dredging was 
not an option and a lock system would have proven too costly. So the Flyer was responsible for providing transport of every- 
thing from mail, cargo, building supplies and tourists to South Portage where the steamship Iroquois carried the last leg onto 
such lavish resorts as The Britannia Inn, The Wa Wa Hotel and the most celebrated Bigwin Inn. In the 1990's the Portage 
Flyer was purchased from St. Thomas where it operated as The Pinnafore Railway and relocated closer to its origin at 
Muskoka Heritage Place. Thanks to countless volunteer efforts and generous donations, track was laid and the Rotary Village 
Station was completed and equipped with a telegraph office. On featured days they’re able to allow visitors to create a 
message to be wired down the line to end of the track at Fairy Lake Station where it would be waiting upon the Flyer's arrival. 
They operate the Portage Flyer steam train from the beginning of July until the end of August, Tuesday through Saturday and 
offer 4 runs per day at 12;00, 1:00, 2:00 and 3:00 pm along 1 km of track. There is a similar train system running from 
downtown Waterloo to downtown St. Jacobs (Ontario). 


Edwin Donald Keetch was born to parents Herman Turner Keetch (born 1893 South Portage, Lake-of-Bays, Muskoka District) 
and Elizabeth Keetch (nee Farrell, born 1891 in Oshawa). He grew to a man who then married Gwendolyn Mildred Campbell. 
Gwendolyn is the daughter of Matthew and Mary Campbell. Evidently there were 3 children from this union, but your Editor 
was unable to locate their names. As well, all indications are that Ed and Gwen continue to reside in Oshawa (no obituaries 
found, although they would be in their late 80s / early 90s, your Editor expects).

Chiefs! 
Free Wood of the Month of November 2015 reported by Ross Kingdon 









Our November 7550-001 wood is 
38mm blue / blue Chiefs wood 
issued to sponsor the Nokomis 
Chiefs hockey team. There was a 
second one 7550-002 black / black 
issued by Nokomis and Community 
Credit Union (formed in 1940, and 
now called Affinity Credit Union 
which provides District Council 
funding and sponsorship to local 
events in Nokomis) but Al Munro was unable to get that one. Quantities issued are 
unknown. 
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The Town of Nokomis (population 436) is located Northeast of the North end of the Last 
Mountain Lake (established in 1887 as the first bird sanctuary national wildlife area, and 
is regarded as a wetland of international importance) on Highways 15 and 20 in 
Saskatchewan. The first homesteads were established around 1904, and the community 
developed a few years later at the junction of two competing railways as they came 
through the area 1907-08. August 15, 1908, the community attained town status. The 
name Nokomis (Hiawatha’s grandmother in Longfellow’s epic poem) had been chosen in 
1906 by Florence Mary Halstead for a post office she started Southeast of the present 
town site. By 1916 the town reached a population of 508 (it has hovered in the 430-510 
range over the years) and had developed into a substantial service centre for the 
Surrounding agricultural district. Now besides its famous golf courses and bird-watching 
sanctuary, Nokomis is known for being a hockey town (pond and arena)! Many NHL 
players come out of Saskatchewan and at least 3 have come from Nokomis. 


Kids start out for fun playing pond hockey, then high school hockey, then university 
hockey or straight into juniors and onward towards their NHL dream. The Long Lake 
Hockey League houses the Nokomis Chiefs. The Chiefs start their season in November. 
Coming up they have a home game Nov. 17 against Davison Cyclones in the Nokomis 
Recreation Centre, then Nov. 18 away game against Watrous Winderhawks at the 
Watrous Arena, followed by home game Nov. 24 again Lanigan Pirates, and then away 
game Nov. 25 against Drake Canucks at the Drake Sportsplex. These are all regular 
season games, not exhibition. Team ties are broken by Best Win Percentage, Most Points, 
Fewest Games Played, Most Number of Wins, Highest Points For minus Points Against, 
and Lowest Points Against. The December schedule will be available on their league site 
Shortly.

“Punch Line” with Toe Blake and Maurice Richard.
